Crocodile Alco Menace. 
The report adds that crocodiles are 
Included among other man-eaters and 
that hippopotamus is becoming more 
aggressive towards human beings. 
There are areas on some of the 
lakes where these animals are a per­ 
fect menace to tile occupants of ca­ 
noes; while in others they have de­ 
veloped the unpleasant habit of a t­ 
tacking. unprovoked, any person they 
encounter on land at night, particu­ 
larly 
people 
carrying 
lamps. 
The 
mangled state of the victims testifies 
to the arrant savagery of the attack. 
Dealing with the control of large 
herds of elephants which roam the 
Uganda wilds, the report states that 
in recent years official elephant hunt­ 
ers 
have been 
appointed, 
but 
the 
measures taken against the animals 
have made them cunning to the ex­ 
treme. 
“The silence with which a number 
of elephants will raid a plantation is 
uncanny.” it is declared. 
The elephant hunters* work is full 
of danger. 
In Bu ny ort, for instance. 
the shooting has to be carried out 
from trees and the hunters are often 
knocked from their perches into the 
headlong Sight of a herd of elephants 
after a shot has b e n fired. 
The report refer- fo the feat of a 
ranger who bagged three elephants 
with < ne round of .25 J ammunition. 
It occurred in tall grass, where, aft­ 
er a stern chase, a herd of elephants 
was seen to ascend the opposite hill 
slope. 
The ranger, seeing that 
the ele­ 
phants were likely 
to pass a tiny 
opening in the grass about 250 yards 
away, fixed his rifle In a convenient 
fork of a tree* and waited. 
An ele­ 
phant emerged from the cover Into 
the open space and with n bullet 
through the heart dropped dead. 
The 
great carcass slid down the hillside. 
crashing open a wide lane through 
the grass. 
Vanish ln*o Chasm. 
A second elephant appeared and re­ 
ceived a bullet near the heart, which 
dbl not kill it. hut caused it to fall 
down. 
The steepness of the slope 
prevented It regaining its feet and In 
its turn this animal began to slide 
down the course taken by the first.

two, 
which had now gained considerable 
momentum and which swept the third 
elephant off its feet and together the 
two disappeared Into the chasm of

Dairy-h^d-Improvement-association 
records are now being used to deter­ 
mine the true value of dairy sires as 
well as to test cows for economical 
production. 
Dr. 
J. 
C. 
McDowell, 
dairy husbandman, and Mr. W. E. 
Wintermeyer, 
associate 
dairy 
hus­ 
bandman, bureau of dairy Industry, 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture, have made an exhaustive study 
of the available association records 
and have drawn some striking con­ 
clusions concerning the use of proved 
sires in herd improvment 
In Circular No. 3-C, entitled “Proved 
Dairy Sires,” just issued by the de­ 
partment, the authors discuss tile in­ 
fluence of dairy sires on the produc­ 
tion of their (laughters, comment on 
the problem of keeping the bulls un­ 
til their value has been determined 
through the records of their daugh­ 
ters, and point out the economy in tho 
use of feed by high-producing cows. 
Dairy Sires Proved. 
Up to the present time, about 270 
dairy bulls have been proved by com­ 
paring the records of five or more 
daughters of each sire with the rec­ 
ords of the dams of the daughters. A 
much larger number of sires has been 
partially proved through a compari­ 
son of the records of a smaller num­ 
ber of daughters with the records of 
their dams. 
A comparison of 5,217 association 
records of daughters with those of 
their dams shows a gain of 3.0 per 
cent in milk production and 5.1 per 
cent in production of butterfat by 
the daughters over their dams. 
This 
indicates that the 
herds 
in dairy- 
herd-Improvement 
associations 
are 
gradually being improved through the 
sires now used, but they might be im­ 
proved much more rapidly lf intelli­ 
gently selected 
proved sires 
were 
used in every herd. For example, the 
daughters of 250 proved bulls excelled 
their dams by 7.2 per cent in milk 
production and 10.9 per cent in but­ 
terfat production. 
These gains are 
about twice as great as those made by 
the 5,217 daughters of average asso­ 
ciation sires. In both cases the dams 
were 
about 
equal 
in 
production, 
above 8,700 pounds 
of 
milk 
and 
above 350 pounds of fat. Sires mated 
with cows of average production, that 
is, with cows producing about 4,501 
pounds of milk and 180 pounds of but­ 
terfat, increased the production of the 
daughters by more than CO per cent 
in both milk and butterfat 
Sires to Rely On. 
Only the best proved sires can be 
relied on to Increase the production 
of daughters over that of dams havlnc 
a yearly production of 400 pounds oi 
butterfat. 
The average dairy here 
may double its production in two or 
three generations by the use of good 
proved dairy sires. 
High-producing cows are econo rn 
leal iii the use of feed, say the au­ 
thors. 
A tabulation of more than 
300,000 individual-cow records showed j 
that the cost of feed for cows produc-1 
ing 0,000 pounds of milk a year per: 
cow was only about 40 per cent more 
than for cows producing but half a* 
much.

Small Grain Crops Were 
Badly Damaged by Rust 
As everyone knows 
small 
grain 
crops were badly damaged by rust 
this year. 
Black stem rust of oats 
and crown rust of oats have material­ 
ly reduced tile yield of late varieties, 
Early varieties of oats were not near­ 
ly so much affected, although in some 
localities they also suffered consider­ 
ably. The wheat crop did not suffer 
very much from black rust this year, 
but it was injured considerably by 
leaf rust. The crown rust of oats, the 
one which Is commonly known as leaf 
rust, In one of its stages grows on 
buckthorn, the same as black stern 
rust of wheat starts Its growth In the 
spring on the common barberry. In 
sections where the buckthorn Is very 
numerous, leaf rust of oats may be re­ 
duced by getting rid of this hedge i 
plant. 
Some varieties of grain nre less re­ 
sistant to rust than others and an ef­ 
fort should he made to secure vari­ 
eties that are as rust resistant as pos­ 
sible. 


Alfalfa Hay Excellent 
Feed for Laying Hens 
liens urv not usually considered us 
consumers of roughage, hut recent 
feeding practices have demonstrated 
that good leafy leguminous hay is one 
of the Important winter 
feeds 
for 
poultry. Green feed Is recognized as 
one of the moat Important parti of 
tho ration for laying helix. The leaves 
of alfulfu or clover buy constitute an 
excellent subeUtute for green feed. 
In testa recently conducted at Hie 
Ohio Experiment station alfalfa, clo­ 
ver and aoy beau hay all proved gtxxl 
substitutes far green feed. It is reb­ 
orn metHUxl that bay be put Info a rack 
where the bird* can pick off the leaves 
as they oat them rather than to put 
tile hay an the floor. When used for 
litter, bay will mold more easily than 
frtraw or chaff, which La the product 
usually used for fitter.
